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Mj?.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Divisional 
Health  and  Welfare  Services  for  the  year  1962. 

The  year  under  review  has  "been  another  very  busy  one  and  I  have 
to  report  once  again  that  in  most  areas  in  the  Division  the  demands 
on  the  various  services  have  been  greater  than  during  previous  years. 

Pull  details  concerning  the  work  carried  out  by  the  various 
services  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  population  of  the  Division  still  continues  to  increase 
particularly  in  the  Halewood  area  as  a  result  of  overspill  from 
Liverpool,  This  increase  in  population  is  also  contributed  to  by 
the  marked  preponderance  of  births  over  deaths. 

An  important  event  during  the  year  was  the  opening  of  the  new 
Kirkby  Day  Nursery  which  has  filled  a  long  felt  need  in  this  area. 

The  Junior  Training  Centre  in  Huy ton  and  Widnes  continue  to  do 
excellent  work  and  the  Adult  Training  Centre  in  Huy ton  has  been  able 
to  obtain  contracts  of  various  types  and  is  now  functioning  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner. 

The  Home  Help  Service  completed  another  busy  year  and,  as  in  the 
past,  a  large  amount  of  the  work  carried  out  was  amongst  the  aged  and 

infirm. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  continues 
and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  numbers  coming  forward  for  immunisatim 
are  less  than  in  previous  years.  The  absence  of  diphtheria  for  a 
considerable  time  makes  the  public  less  concerned  about  the  dangerous 
nature  of  this  disease. 

During  the  year  we  saw  the  introduction  of  oral  vaccine  against 
poliomyelitis  and  this  has  simplified  our  procedure  in  giving  protection 
against  this  disease. 

The  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  Yorkshire  encouraged  many  parents 
to  have  their  children  vaccinated  with  the  result  our  numbers  have 
greatly  increased  compared  with  previous  years. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  cohool  children  has  been  carried  out  and 
an  increased  number  of  children  have  been  vaccinated  during  the  year. 

References  have  been  made  in  the  report  to  the  County  Council' s 
Scheme  for  the  Care  of  the  Aged.  It  is  particularly  pleasing  to  note 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  Luncheon  Clubs  throughout  the  Division 
and  one  is  very  impressed  at  the  amount  of  voluntary  effort  that  has 
been  put  into  these  particular  schemes. 

The  Chiropody  Service  continues  to  expand;  the  major 
difficulty  being  the  recruitment  of  fully  qualified  Chiropodists. 

There  has  been  much  activity  in  connection  with  the  Welfare 
of  Handicapped  Persons. 

Meetings  for  the  purposes  of  co-ordinating  the  activities 
of  all  those  concerned  with  Problem  Families  and  children  who  may 
be  neglected  or  ill-treated  have  been  held  at  regular  intervals 
throughout  the  Division. 


I  am  grateful  to  Dr.  H.N.  Beasdale,  the  Medical  Director  of 
the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Mass  Radiography  Service  for 
his  report  *n  a  special  survey  which  was  undertaken  in  Widnes. 

This  survey  is  a  good  example  of  the  excellent  results  that  can 
he  obtained  by  co-operation  between  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  once  again  the  loyal  help  and  co-operation 
of  all  members  of  the  Divisional  Staff,  lay,  medical  and  nursing. 

I  should  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  which  has  been 
available  at  all  times  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
his  staff  at  Preston. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  for  thei 
continued  help  and  encouragement  during  the  year.

Welfare  Centres  fo-r  the  distribution  of  t  elf  are  Foods. 

During  the  twelve  months  from  January  to  December,  1962 
63,210  items  were  distributed  as  compared  with  89,672  in  1961.

These  figures  show  a  slight  change  compared  with  those  of  the 
previous  year,  being  5,309  attendances  at  the  Clinics,  compared 
with  5,675  during  1961. 


Specialist  Obstetricians  attend  these  Clinics,  which  are  also 
staffed  by  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives. 

No  separate  post-natal  clinics  are  held,  but  arrangements  are 
made  by  which  patients  may  attend  the  routine  Ante-Natal  Clinics. 
Mothers  are  also  encouraged,  where  necessary,  to  attend  their  own 
family  doctors. 

At  Kirkby,  all, the  General  Practitioners  hold  their  own'  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics  which  are  attended  by  the  Domiciliary  Midvives. 

This  system  continues  to  work  well  and  has  resulted  in  an  excellent 
relationship  between  doctors  and  Midwifery  staff.  Ante-Natal 
(Clinics,  held  at  Broad  Lane, and  St.  Chad’s  Drive  Clinics  in' Kirkby, 
are  also  available  to  the  family  doctors  and  their  patients. 

Every  exfort  is  made  to  provide  instruction  in  mothercraft 
to  those  attending  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics.  This  is  carried  out 
by  means  of  talks,  discussion  groups,  demonstrations  and  the 
showing  of  film  strips. 

By  arrangement  with  the  St.  Helens  County  Borough  Council, 
expectant  mothers  attended  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  that  County 
Borough  as  a  matter  of  convenience. 
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DENTaL  care 


In  spite  of  staff  shortage,  the  year  1962  was  one  of  useful 
progress  hy  the  County  Dental  Service.  The  staffing  situation 
was  similar  to  the  previous  year,  average  weekly  sessions  hy  Dental 
Officers  amounting  to  59. 

The  three  Kirkby  Clinics  were  again  carried  on  hy  part-time 
Dental  Officers  who  gave  valuable  and  reliable  service.  Now  the 
7/e  st  vale  and  Northwood  Clinics  each  have  tv.o  well  equipped 
surgeries,  thus  five  surgeries  are  available  in  the  Kirkby  area  to 
cope  with  its  ever  increasing  population. 

Additional  Airotors  have  been  installed  in  some  clinics  in 
the  Division  and  most  dental  clinics  have  modern  well  equipped 
surgeries.

Every  effort  is  made  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  premature 
hirths  hy  encouraging  expectant  mothers  to  attend  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  in  order  that  any  abnormalities  can  he  detected  and  treat¬ 
ment  carried  out  without  delay. 

To  minimise  the  number  of  deaths  from  prematurity,  every 
endeavour  is  made  for  home  nursing  to  he  carried  out  at  as  high  a 
level  of  efficiency  as  possible. 

The  importance  of  every  attention  being  directed  to  the 
reduction  of  deaths  from  prematurity  cannot  he  over-emphasised  as 
such  deaths  constitute  the  commonest  group  of  deaths  amongst 
infants  under  the  age  of  one  year. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM „  PEMPHIGUS  NEONATORUM.  AND  PUERPERAL  PYRE  ha 

3  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  reported  during  the 
year.  There  were  no  cases  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum. 

6  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,,  which  is  defined  as  a  rise  in 
temperature  within  certain  limits,  after  child-birth,  were  notified 
during  the  year.  None  were  serious. 

ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  with 
Voluntary  Associations  for  Moral  Welfare  for  the  admission  of 
mothers  and  babies  to  Homes  administered  hy  these  bodies. 

During  the  year,  28  expectant  mothers  from  this  Division  were 
admitted  to  such  Homes. 
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DAY  NURSERIES 


In  October,  1962  a  new  50  place  Day  Nursery  was  opened,  in 
. Kirkby.  Thus  at  the  end  of  1962  two  Day  Nurseries  were  being 
administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee,  the  other  Day 
Nursery  being  the  Prescot  Nursery  with  70  places.  Prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  new  Nursery  at  Kirkby,  children  from  the  Kirkby  area 
were  accommodated,  by  arrangement  with  the  Huyton  Health  Department, 
at  Nurseries  in  Huyton.  When  the  new  Nursery  was  opened  the  Kirkby 
children  attending  Huyton  Nurseries  were  transferred  to  the  Kirkby 
Nursery.  ...

Medical  supervision  of  the  nurseries  is  maintained  by 
Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officers. 

Prescot  Day  Nursery  is  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as 
a  training  nursery  for  Nursery  Students  and  during  the  year  two 
Nursery  Students  we re  in  training  and  1  pre-student. 

During  1962  one  student  sat  the  examination  for  the  National 
Nursery  Examination  Board  Certificate  for  Nursery  Nurses  and  she 
was  successful. 

Facilities  continue  to  be  ma..e  available  to  the  local  schools 
for  the  older  girls  to  attend  for  training  in  mothercraft. 

NURSERIES  AND  CHI ID  MINDERS*  REGULATIONS  ACT.  1948 

This  Act  requires  the  registration  of  Factory  Nurseries  and 
persons  engaged  in  child  minding.  There  are  no  factory  nurseries 
in  this  Division.  At  the  end  of  the  year  one  person  was 
engaged; in  child  minding. 


MID'.YIFERY  SERVICES 

During  the  year  there  were  3,993  live  births  and  102  still¬ 
births  of  which  1,658  were  domiciliary.  During  the  previous  year 
there  were  3,798  live  births  .and  89  stillbirths  and  of  those  1,624 
were  domiciliary. 

Eleven  of  our  Midwives  are  approved  as  Teachers  by  the  Central 
Midwives  Board  and  during  the  year  they  have  been  responsible  for 
the  training  of  41  students. 

All  our  midwives  are  qualified  to  administer  analgesics.

They  are  also 
available  to  advise  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  on  any  technical 
problems.  Their  assistance  during  the  year  has  been  very  much 
appreciated. 


Medical  Aid  was  sought  by  Midwives  on  264  oc'casions  during 
the  year  1962. 

The  Pupil  Midwives  Hostel  in  Kirkby  caters  for  six  pupil 
midwives.  These  pupils  assist  the  midwives  in  their  day  to  day 
work  during  their  three  months  residence.  Owing1 to  the  busy 
nature  of  the  area  they  gain  invaluable  experience,  at  the  same  time 
being  of  the  greatest  assistance  to  the  Domiciliary  Midwlves. 

I  also  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  very  close  co-operation 
we  have  had  from  general  practitioners.

During  the  year  57  such  investigations  were  carried  out 
compared  with  122  during  1961. 

HEALTH  VISITING 

The  establishment  of  Health  Visitors  for  this  Division  is  53. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number  employed  was  39  full-time 
Health  Visitors. 

Health  Visitors  are  also  School  Nurses  and  devote  apprcxi- 
mately  one  half  of  their  time  to  each  of  the  two  services.  In 
this  way  continuity  of  supervision  is  maintained  througnout  the 
different  stages  of  child  development  and  a  more  personal  interest 
is  possible  in  the  care  of  families. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  has  extended  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  of  the  Health  Visitor  so  that  in  addition  to  the  welfare 
of  the  mothers  and  children,  she  has  become  responsible  for  the 
care  of  the  family  as  a  whole. 

The  Health  .Visitors  have  also  wormed  closely  ;ith  the 
Inspectors  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children,  and  with  the  Children' s  Department. 

Extra  attention  continued  to  be  paid  to  the  supervision  of 
problem  families  during  the  year  and  further  information  concerning 
this  aspect  of  their  wo r it  will  be  referred  to  later  in  the  report. 

At  the  same  time,  much  of  their  energy  has  been  concentrated  on  the 
needs  of  old  people. 

Three  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  are  also  on  the  staff  of 
the  Division- anu  worm  in  close  conjunction  with  the  Chest  Clinics 
administered  by -the  local  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  valuable  assistance  given  to  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  by  the  County  Supervisor  of  Health 
Visitors  and  her  Assistant  Supervisor  for  this  area. 

HOME  NURSING-  SERVICE 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  21  whole-time 
District  Nurses  employed  solely  on  Home  Nursing.  4  District 
Nurse/Midwives  and  2  state  Enrolled  Nurses  v/uro  also  employed. 

As  in  the  case  of  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  the  Nursing 
Superintendent  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  her 
Assistant  for  this  area,  pay  periodic  supervisory  visits  of 
inspection  to  the  nursing  staff,  and  are  available  to  give  advice 
on  the  technical  and  general  aspects  of  their  work.  Their 
assistance  has  been  invaluable. 

During  the  year  District  Nurses  attended  a  total  of  3,124 
cases • compared  .with  3,048  during  1961. 

87,626  visits  were  carried  out  compared  with  81,773  during 

1961. 

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  District  Nurses’ s  work  is 
concerned  with  the  care  of  the  aged  sick.

During  the  year  2,421  children  received  primary  immunisation 
against  Tetanus  compared  with  2,975  during  the  previous  year,  and 
5ol  children  received  "booster’'  inoculations  compared  with  258 
during  1961. 

VACCINATION  AGaINST  smallpox 

Vaccination  of  infants  and  children  against  Smallpox  has  been 
carried  out  at  Clinics  by  Medical  Officers  of  the  Divisional  staff 
and  by  General  Practitioners  throughout  the • Division.  Propaganda 
has  been  carried  out  in  the  same  manner  as  for  Diphtheria  immunisatio: 

The  numbers  vaccinated  showed  a  considerable  increase  compared  I 
with  the  previous  year,  a  total  of  4,758  primary  vaccination  being 
carried  out  compared  with  2,032  during  1961. 

In  the  early  part  of  1962  several  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred 
in  Yorkshire,  particularly  in  the  Bradford  area.  The  occurrence 
of  these  cases  of  Smallpox  resulted  in  an  increased  demand  for 
vaccination  against  Smallpox  in  the  Division,  and  this  increased 
demand  is  reflected  in  the  statistics. 

Naturally  at  the  time  of  the  Smallpox  scare  an  extra  volume 
of  work  was  thrust  upon  the  medical,  nursing  and  administrative 
staff.  Likewise  the  General  Practitioners  had  to  cope  with  a 
very  heavy  demand  for  smallpox  vaccination.

MDNTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Mental  Illness 


Mental  Health  Act,  1959 

This  Act  has  now  been  in  force  for  two  years  and  in  the  main 
the  new  system  is  working  reasonably  well. 

The  provision  for  informal  admission  to  a  Psychiatric 
Hospital  is  similar  to  admission  to  a  General  Hospital,  and  this 
provision  has  been  acceptable  to  many  patients.  ‘-/here  necessary 
recourse  is  made  to  compulsory  removal  to  hospital.  Occasionally 
it  has  been  found  difficult  to  obtain  a  hospital  bed  for  a  given 
patient  ana  this  h^s  particularly  been  the  finding  in  the  case  of 
some  elderly  patients. 

Outpatient  clinics  are  maintained  at  Whist on  Hospital, 

Widnes  Accident  Hospital,  St.  He.ens  Hospital  and  St.  Chad’s  Drive 
Clinic,  Northwood,  Kirkby.  My  Mental  Health  Staff  co-operate 
with  the  Consultant  Staff  at  these  clinics  and  at  the  Psychiatric 
hospitals. 

After-care  visits  are  maae  where  necessary.  648  such 
visits  were  made  in  1962.

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Training  Centres 

Two  Junior  Training  Centres  and  one  Adult  Training  Centre 
were  in  operation  during  the  year.  Members  of  the  Committee  who 
visited  the  Centres  will  know  of  the  excellent  work  being  done  at 
these  Centres.  1962  was  the  first  full  operational  year  for  the 
Adult  Training  Centre  at  Huyton.  At  this  Centre  steady  progress 
was  made  in  regard  to  industrial  contract  work.  The  following  are 
some  examples  of  the  very  varied  work  being  undertaken  at  the 
Centre:-  Production  of  Polythene  bags,  the  production  of  firewood 
on  a  commercial  basis,  packaging  of  washing  powder,  the  printing 
of  official  cards,  the  production  of  Grays,  plant-pot  holders,  etc. 
As  industrial  worn  has  increased  so  has  the  incentive  bonus  paid 
to  the  trainees.

This  includes  health  education  and  propaganda  of  an  advisory 
nature  and  forms  one  of  the  important  duties  of  the  health  Visitor. 

Continued  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  year  to  the 
development . of  talks  and  demonstrations  at  Ante-n^tal  Clinics  and 
Child  welfare  Centres. 

Lectures  have  also  been  given  during  the  year  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Staff  to  Parent-Teacher  associations  and  other 
, similar  bodies  and  these  have  been  supplemented,  when  necessary, 
by  cinema  films.  Leaflets,  posters,  etc.  have  been  made  available 
as  and  when  required  and  special  exhibits,  supplied  by  the  County 
Health  Department,  have  been  on  view  at  Clinics  throughout  the 
Division. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 

Close  liaison  continues  between  the  Divisional  Staff  and  the 
local  hospitals  in  order  that  follow-up  of  cases  can  be  efficiently 
carried  out.  where  necessary,  Home  Helps  have  been  supplied  and 
visits  arranged  to  the  home  by, health  /isitors,  District  Nurses  and 
Occupational  Therapists.

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  most  effective  use  is  made  of 
existing  resources,  and  to  co-ordinate  the  activities  oi  all  those 
concerned  with  problem  families  and  children  who  may  be  neglected, 
or  ill-treated,  group  meetings  continued  to  be  held  in  various 
parts  of  the  Division. 

These  meetings  are  held  every  quarter,  and  are  presided  over 
by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  his  Assistants.  The

Selected  cases  are  discussed  at  these  meetings  when 
observations  are  made  by  those  intimately  concerned.  After  due 
deliberation  it  is  usually  agreed  that  the  main  supervision  and 
investigation  for  the  time  being  will  be  delegated  to  the 
appropriate  worker  who,  in  the  meantime,  will  keep  in  touch  with 
those  others  most  concerned  with  the  case  in  question.  Such 
arrangements  present  a  continual  stream  of  workers  calling  at  the 
home  during  a  snort  space  of  time. 


It  will  be  appreciated  that  these  meetings  present  at  times 
insuperable  problems,  whilst  others  present  opportunities  for  help 
and  supervision.  In  many  instances  the  constant  supervision 
employed,  whilst  not  solving  a  particular  problem,  is  often  able 
to  oust  deterioration  and  maintain  a  family  on  an  improved  standard. 


During  the  year,  the  Family  Service  Unit,  Liverpool, 
continued  to  undertake  the  supervision  of  certain  cases  in  the 
Kirkby  area.

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HOME  HELP  SERVICE

Once  again  it  will  be  seen  that  the  main  effort  of  the  Home 
Help  Service  was  directed  towards  assisting  aged  persons.  It  has 
been  found  possible,  by  bringing  all  resources  to  bear  in  several 
of  these  cases,  to  prevent  many  old  people  from  having  to  enter 
chronic  sick  wards  in  local  hospitals. 


Occasionally  it  has  been  found  difficult  to  recruit  ,.ome  Helps 
in  certain  small  areas  of  the  Division.  For  short  periods  when 
there  was  illness  amongst  the  Home  Helps  themselves  it  was  difficult 
to  maintain  the  Service  at  its  normal  level  in  all  cases. 


WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED  ADD  INFIRM  ADD  THE  HOMIH^SS 

Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  lays  down  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  connection  with 
the  provision  of  residential  accommodation  for  persons  who,  by 
reason  of  age,  infirmity,  or  any  other  circumstances.,  we  in  need 
of  care  and  attention  which  is  not  otherwise  available  to  them. 


Accommodation  is  either  of  a  permanent  or  temporary  nature 
depending  on  the  type  of  case  vhich  seems  admission.  Those  who 
are  old  and  infirm  invariably  require  permanent  placement  and  the 
applications  for  this  type  of  accommodation  are  growing.  There 
is  also  an  increased  demand  for  temporary  accommodation  for  people 
rendered  homeless.  The  Welfare  Department,  working  in  co-operation 
with  the  Housing  Authorities,  ha/e  eased  many  problems  but 
evictions  for  non-payment  of  rent  are  increasing. 


Several  elderly  people  were  accommodated  at  Homes  for  the 
Aged  within  the  Division  for  short  periods  whilst  relatives  were 
on  holiday.  Also  approximately  twenty  old  people  were  provided 
with  accommodation  at  Fleetwood  .or  Morecambe  under  the  County 
holiday  scheme.

REGISTRATION  OP  HOMES  FOR  OLD  PEOPLE  AND  DI3A3LEP  PERSONS 

In  accordance  with  Part  IV  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  persons 
responsible  for  old  people's  and  disabled  persons'  homes  are  required  to 
register  with  the  Local  Authority. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to  supervise  and  inspect  the  Homes. 
At  present,  one  home  in  Widnes  is  registered.

During  the  year  the  Voluntary  Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committees 
continued  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  elderly  people  in  their 
areas.  The  Old  Peoples  Clubs  and  Luncheon  Clubs  continued 
successfully  during  the  year,.  providing  a  service  that  is  of  grea 
benefit  to  many  old  people.  ;  . . . 

Meals-on-Hheels,  a  service  'provided  by  various  voluntary 
organisations s  have  found  that'  the  demands  mane  upon  the  service 
have,  of  necessity,  forced  them  to  become  selective  in  their 
choice  of  clients. 

The  Old  Peoples  Community  Centre  in  Widnes  is  nearing 
completion  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  mil  be  officially  opened  in 
the  near  future. 

Many  thanxs  must  be  expressed  to  the  Voluntary  Committees  -fo 
their  hard  work  and  effort  in  benefiting  many  old  people  in  the 
Division.

The  demands  on  this  service  are  increasing  both- in  clinic 
visits  by  aged  persons  who  are  ambulant  and  able  to  attend, and 
in  domiciliary  visits  by  the  Chiropodists.  There  are'  seven- 
chiropodist  s  .  employed  directly  by  the  Lancashire-  County  Council 
dealing  with  approximately  1,000  cases  in  both  categories  and 
seven  Chiropodists  employed  by  Voluntary  Committees  catering  for 
approximately  300  cases  in  the  same  categories.

5JELFARE  OP  HANDICAPPED  PERSONS 


The  number  of  cases  requiring  Occupational  Therapy  has 
continued  to  increase  both  in  domiciliary  visits  and  in  the  Clubs 
for  handicapped  persons. 

Direct  financial  assistance  is  provided  by  the  County  Council 
in  cases  requiring  aids  and  adaptations  in  their  homes.  The 
demand  for  these  aids  have  increased  but  are  essential  in  giving 
the  independence  so  necessary  to  many  handicapped  persons. 

There  are  now  Social  Centres  for  the  handicapped  in  Widnes, 
Prescot  and  Iiirkby,  and  group  activities  are  arranged  through  the 
Clubs'  Committees,  During  the  year  22  handicapped  persons  went 
on  noliday  to  Prestatyn  Holiday-  Camp  and  though  the  weather  was 
inclement ,  it  did  not  prevent  them  from  enjoying  themselves. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Care  and  after-care  of  tuberculous  patients  and  their 
families  is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors,  of 
whom  there  are  four  at  present  in  this  Division.  These  Health 
Visitors  also  perform  duties  in  the  local  Chest  Clinics. 

The  homes  of  known  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  visited  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  who  advise  the  families  on  the 
principles  of  hygiene  and  tae  prevention  of  infection.  Contacts 
of  the  case  are  requested  to  attend  tne  Chest  Clinic  for  examination 
to  exclude  tuberculosis  infection.  Tuberculin  negative  contacts 
are  offered  B. C.&.  vaccination  and  there  has  been  a  very  good 
response.  Children  and  adolescents  in  constant  contact  with 
chronic  cases  are  examined  repeatedly  at  the  Clinics.  The  " 
ascertainment  of  contacts  is  at  present  largely  confined  to  those 
at  tne  home  of  tuberculosis  cases. 

'There  necessary,  tuberculous  patients  are  assisted  when 
difficulties  arise  and  assistance  includes  the  supply  of  nursing 
equipment  and  the  provision  of  extra  beds  and  bedding  as  well  as 
extra  nourishment. 

The  National  Assistance  Board  may  make  cash  0rants  for  the 
purchase  of  extra  nourishment.  The  County  Council  may  not  make 
cash  grants,  but  if  the  Chest  Physician  decides  that  extra  nourish¬ 
ment  is  required  over  and  above  the  provision  made  by  the  Board, 
specified  types  and  quantities  of  foodstuffs  may  be  provided  in 
cases  where  the  patient' s  income  falls  below  the  scale  laid  down  for 
the  purpose.  These  supplementary  issues  are  free  of  charge.  157 
cases  were  provided  with  eggs,  butter,  mi lx  and  Horlicks  during  the 
year. 

The  Ministry  of  'Labour  and  the  Juvenile  Employment  Bureau 
assist  in  the  placing  in  suitable  employment  of  cases  able  to  work.

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  473  persons  were  examined  at  the  Chest 
Clinics  for  suitability  for  B.C.G-,  vaccination.  Of  these  403 
persons  were  subsequently  vaccinated  compared  with  299  during 
the  previous  year. 

Also  during  the  year,  2601  school  children  and  students 
were  tested  for  suitability  for  B.C.G.  vaccination.  Of  these 
1923  were  subsequently  vaccinated,  and  this  was  carried  out  at 
their  schools.  The  children  who  did  not  need  vaccination  were 
x-rayed  at  the  Chest  Clinics  to  eliminate  any  possibility  of 
disease  of  the  chest.

Mass  Miniature  Radiography 


In  1962  a  special  Mass  Radiography  Survey  was  undertaken  in 
7/idnes  and  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  n.  k.  Bleasdale,  the  Medical  Director 
of  the  j_.ivo"pool  Regional  Hospital  Board  Mass  Radiography  Service, 
for  the  following  report:- 

uas  part  of  the  year’s  worm  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service, 
it  was  considered  advisable  that  an  x-ray  survey  of  Vi  dries  be 
carried  out.  In  order  to  make  a  comprehensive  sample  examination  of 
this  town  an  investigation  of  the  industry  was  followed  by  a 
street-by-street  tour  of  many  districts.  A  street-by-street 
campaign  not  only  affords  an  opportunity  for  examinations  to  be 
made  on  some  members  of  the  public  for  the  first  time,  but  also  maxes 
it  possible  for  x-ray  facilities  to  be  provided  for  people  who  are 
unable  to  reach  a  centre  by  reason  of  infirmity  or  who  have  a  small 
business  which  cannot  be  left  unattended.  In  many  instances  small 
firms  are  discovered  in  the  course  of  the  tour  which  have  missed 
the  larger  industrial  surveys. 

(1)  Procedure :  The  survey  was  carried  out  by  Mobile  Units  No.  2 
and  3.  [Medical  Directors  and  Unit  Secretaries  of  these  Units 
respectively  are:-  No.  2  Unit,  Dr.  A,R.  Corraao  and  Mr.  J.G. 
Quinn.  No.  3  Unit,  Dr.  I.H.  Brave  and  Mr.  H.M.  Townley). 

The  Survey  commenced  with  an  industrial  campaign 
from  January  13th  to  April,  13th,  1962,  when  42  firms  were 
visited.  The  Street  Campaign  lasted  from  16th  April  to  13th 
July,  1962.  The  number  of  stops  made  in  the  Street  Campaign 
was  109.  The  new  mobile  office  was  used  in  the  street 
campaigns,  and  in  tne  case  of  No.  2  Unit,  a  new  100  mm  Philip's 
x-ray  set  w as  used  for  the  first  time.

As  may  be  expected  in  widnes  a  very  large  number  of 
men  and  a  few  women  were  x-rayed  in  industry,  whilst  the 
reverse  applied  regarding  the  examinations  in  the  .  streets. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  .vidnes  55.4%  of  examinees 
in  the  Street  Campaign  had  not  previously  seen  x-rayed. 

This  is  an  important  factor  as  it  indicates  that  the  Mass 
Radiography  Service  is  not  always  x-raying  the  same  people 
over  again.

’’On  persuing  this  table,  the  figures  are  very  satisfactory 
and  indicate  a  healthy  anti-tuberculosis  campaign.  In  Widnes  the 
rate  per  1000  for  active  tuberculosis  is  slightly  greater  than  was 
the  case  during  the  1957  visit.  This  is  possibly  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  more  people  in  the  higher  age  groups  were  x-rayed  in 
the  street  campaign  than  was  the  case  in  the  industrial  survey  of 
1957.  More  examinees  were  seen  who  could  benefit  from  occasional 
supervision  than  in  the  previous  visits  of  1957  which  were  largely 
confined  to  industry.  Malignant  neoplasm  discovered  by  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  has  always  been  low  in  Widnes  and  the  rate  of 
1000  is  lower  than  ever. 

The  campaign  was  a  great  success  and  a  particular  expression 
of  thanks  is  extended  to  the  Health  Visitors  who  accompanied  the 
Units  throughout  the  street  campaign  and  who  furthered  the  personal 
touch  which  is  so  essential  for  the  success  of  such  undertakings. 
The  Chest  Physician,  Dr.  P.A.  Morris,  is  to  be  thanked  for  his 
work  in  the  follow-up  of  patients  on  whom  further  examination  was 
considered  advisable. 

In  conclusion,  the  staff  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Units  are  to 
be  complimented  for  their  excellent  work  and  cheerfulness  in  the 
field,  in  spite  of  the  teething  troubles  experienced  by  No.  2  Unit 
using  a  new  type  of  equipment.  ” 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  Ambulance  Service  is  fully  radio-controlled  and  the  demand 
for  the  Service  continues  to  be  heavy.  The  procedure  adopted 
several  years  ago  whereby  all  calls  are  received  by  the  Whiston 
Radio  Control  is  efficiently  handled. 

At  least  50%  of  the  vehicle  strength  was  replaced  during 
1962,  and  reports  from  drivers  are  submitted  to  Headquarters 
relative  to  all  round  suitability  of  the  new  machines  (Bedford  - 
Morris  diesel  and  petrol).

All  the  operational  staff  are  in  possession  of  First  Aid 
Certificates,  except  new  entrants,  and  all  are  qualified  in  the 
Extended  Training  Subjects.  All  drivers  have  been  instructed  in 
the "mouth  to  mouth”  method  of  artificial  respiration. 

There  were  no  major  accidents  during  the  year,  and  the 
relationships  with  hospital  staffs  and  General  Practitioners 
continues  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

The  Ambulance  Station  at  Webster  Drive,  Kirkby,  which  was 
operational  from  September,  1961,  was  officially  opened  by  County 
Councillor  T.  Jackson,  Chairman  of  the  County  Ambulance  Health 
Services  Transport  Sub-Committee,  on  Wednesday,  19th  September, 
1962.
